NPA Rejects 73% of Late 
Building Applications; 
Home Builders Encouraged 


WASHINGTON, D. C.--The Na- 
tional Production Authority rejected 
73% of the late applications it re- 
ceived for first-quarter construction 
of commercial and community build- 
ings, the agency announced recently. 

It granted only 107 applications out 
of 507 submitted while 28 projects 
were permitted to continue because 
the builders already had the mate- 
rials or needed only small amounts. 

NPA had previously rejected 79% 
of the applications submitted to it 
before the quarter began. The agency 
commented that second-quarter allot- 
ments of controlled materials are 
going to be so tight that only emer- 
gency commercial and civic construc- 
tion will be authorized during that 


quarter.

Dealers Asked 
To Fight Plan 
On Commissions 


CHICAGO Dealers are being 
urged by the National Appliance and 
Radio Dealers Association to wire 
their Economic Stabilization Direc- 
tor Roger L. Putnam and Congress- 
men urging that Recommendation 
No. 4 of the Commission Earnings 
Panel, covering increases for com- 
mission salesmen, be rejected. 

The association urges that such 
action be taken immediately as the 
matter is now under consideration. 


The special panel on commission 
earnings has presented to the Wage 
Stabilization Board a highly confus- 
ing set of recommendations for pay- 
ing commission salesmen within the 
limits of the 10% wage increase, a 
NARDA statement declares. 

“In its Recommendation 4,” says 
the NARDA statement, “it has a 
formula so complicated that most 
small businessmen would be exces- 
sively burdened by interpreting it. 
This set of recommendations also 
gives preferred treatment to straight 
commission men, allowing them as 
much as 30% increase, while, at this 
time when incentives are critically 
important to industry, other employes 
are limited to the 10% of WSB Regu- 
lation 6. 

“More important, it would add a 
flat sum apart from sales volume to 
eases of straight commission, chang- 
ing the basis of compensation. This 
is in violation of Section 402 (g) of 
Title IV of the Defense Production 
Act which forbids compulsory 
changes in business practices. 

“Acceptance of this recommenda- 
tion would establish a dangerous 
precedent and rob the dealer of even 
more of his flexibility than has been 
taken from him already.” 


Carrier Reduces Prices 
$20-$30 on Window Units 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.-—Retail price 
reductions of $20 to $30 on Carrier's 
entire line of improved 1952 window 
sill room air conditioners, and a low 
price of $239.00 for the new %-hp. 
window unit, were announced re- 
cently by Carrier Corp. 

The new suggested retail prices, 
f.o.b. Syracuse, N. Y., list the %-hp. 
window model at $329, the %-hp. 
model at $399, and the 1-hp. model 
at $469. 

Carrier also announced addition of 
a 1-hp. console model, available with 
optional water-cooled condensing.

Gibson Cuts Prices 
In Big Selling Drive 


GREENVILLE, Mich.--Launching 
what it calls “the greatest selling 
campaign in its 75-year history,” 
Gibson Refrigerator Co. last week an- 
nounced lower suggested list prices 
“almost across the board” on refrig- 
erators and ranges. 

Refrigerator prices were cut from 
$20 to $60 and some range prices 
from $5 to $20. According to the 
company, the new prices “are not 
based on any historical pattern of 
what the manufacturer's margin 
should be.”

ent market. 

“Every activity in our new Dia- 
mond Jubilee program moves toward 
more net profit in every sale for 
every Gibson distributor and dealer,”

Florida Schools Install Heat Pumps, 
Ending Need for Boiler Room, Fireman 


JACKSON, Mich.—Four new ele- 
mentary schools in Pinellas county, 
Fia., and a two-room addition to an 
existing school there will be heated 
by package ‘“Flow-Temp” heat 
pumps, according to C. W. Millsom, 
manager of the Flow-Cold Div. of 
Acme Industries, Inc. here. 

Millsom said the schools will have 
a total of 39 heat pumps to provide 
completely automatic floor panel 
heating (steel pipes, imbedded in 
concrete, being supplied with warm 
water from the pumps). Thirty-eight 
of the heat pumps are 7%4-hp. units 
and one is a 3-hp. unit. 

“The units serving the cafeteria in 
each school and the gymatorium in 
one school are complete with Flow- 
Temp seasonal change-over valves so 
that both heating and cooling may 


be enjoyed in these rooms through 
either the hot or chilled water from 
the Flow-Temp unit being circulated 
through coils and air handling units,” 
Millsom said. 

He noted that the heat pump offers 
many advantages in schools of this 
type: no boiler room, fuel storage 
space, or chimney required; no fire- 
man required for each school; no soot 
or dirt; summer cooling possible with 
the same units; and minimum main- 
tenance and standardization. The 
units are shipped complete, needing 
only water and electrical connections. 

Millsom pointed out that several 
more of the company’s heat pumps 
are in operation in Florida residences, 
motels, churches, etc. These units 
utilize well water as the heat source, 
he said. 


Service Center 
Won’t Replace 
Distributor 


Westinghouse Says Role 
Is To Study, Improve 
Techniques of Service 


CLEVELAND—The question as to 
whether the Westinghouse Electric 
Corp. is relieving its distributors of 
service problems with the opening of 
its factory operated Service Center 
here was answered with a very 
definite “No” by L. K. Baxter, man- 
ager of the Westinghouse Electric 
Appliance Div.’s service department. 

At an open house meeting here, 
Baxter said: “The Cleveland Service 
Center has been set up for a definite 
purpose. It is to establish a pattern 
for improved service policies, plans, 
and techniques, to be passed on to 
approximately 150 other distributors 
throughout the United States. There 
are no plans on our part to extend 
to all distribution locations additional 
service centers operated by the fac- 
tory. However, our plan does provide 
that the Cleveland Service Center is 
established as a permanent labora- 
tory.” 

Cleveland was selected for the 
service laboratory for three reasons: 
first, it is located near the head- 
quarter's factory for constant consul- 
tation and supervision; second, as a 
city it duplicates the approximate 
service conditions, problems and situ- 
ations found in metropolitan areas— 
yet, it is surrounded by many com- 
munities with small city and small 
town problems; and, third, the pro- 
portion of Westinghouse major ap- 
pliances in the Cleveland area was 
large enough for a _ representative 
cross-section of service problems. 

Baxter pointed out that at no time

Concentration on Refrigeration Alone 


Proves Profitable for 


NEW ORLEANS--In contrast to 
an apparent trend among commer- 
cial refrigeration distributors toward 
selling allied lines of equipment, the 
Warren Refrigerator Co., Inc. here, 
prefers to specialize on refrigeration 
alone, with the exception of meat 
blocks 

“Our business is fine, but then we 
concentrate on refrigeration,” de- 
clares Robert J. Reinhardt, Warren 
district manager who heads up the 
operation 

“Other dealers who are worrying 
about sales of air conditioners or 
slicers, say, can't concentrate on any 
one thing and in our opinion such 
dealers can't do too effective a job 
on anything. 

“The average fixture house has 
three salesmen, and it takes each 
salesman just as long to sell a slicing 
machine as it does to sign up an 
order for a $2,000 refrigerator,” 
Reinhardt contends. 

“I venture to say that if any com- 
mercial refrigeration dealer who also 
handles scales, etc. would concen- 
trate on refrigeration for just 30 
days, he would sell at least 25% 
more refrigerators in that period. 
And then if he compares the sales 
and profit figures for that month 
with any other month in his business, 
he'll never sell scales and these other 
things again.” 

His belief is not mere theory, Rein- 
hardt indicates, because previously 
the New Orleans firm has handled 
other equipment in addition to re- 
frigeration, but not for the past 12 
years. The firm has been selling 
refrigeration for more than 30 years 
here, having been started by Rein- 
hardt's father 

“We used to sell air conditioning,” 
he adds. “Man, when we first started 
we went all out on this. We sold a 
few, yes, but our refrigeration sales 
dropped alarmingly while we were 
pushing air conditioning. And when 
we got through we discovered we 
hadn't made as much money as we 
could have by concentrating on

refrigeration.” 

Reinhardt recognizes the fact that 
many commercial refrigeration dis- 
tributors have gradually taken on 
allied equipment lines so they can 
supply completely everything needed 
for a market or restaurant and thus 
be in a better position to make the 
sale. Often in such deals the refrig- 
eration equipment becomes almost 
an incidental to the job as a whole, 
but refrigeration men feel that if 
they can't supply the other equip- 
ment they'll lose out on refrigeration 
too 

“We've only lost one sale that I 
can remember because we didn’t sell 
allied equipment,” he recalls. 

The big, complete market jobs, 
however, don’t interest Reinhardt, he 
admits. It’s been his experience, he 
says, that the market operators man- 
age to get the price down so low 
that there's little if any profit margin 
left for the refrigeration distributor. 

“And we want more than just the 
glory that seems to go with so many 
of the big jobs.” 

So instead, the Warren distribu- 
torship in New Orleans has its three 
salesmen and the boss concentrate on 
the many small stores to be found in 
the 100-mile radius covered by the 
firm 

But does it ever happen that the 
refrigerator customer or prospect 
insists on Reinhardt supplying them 
with, for example, a scale? 

“Yes, we do run into that occa- 
sionally, but the answer is very 
simple. All we have to say is: 

“Mister, I'm not a scales expert, 
and furthermore we can’t service 
scales. We do know refrigeration and 
have two servicemen who do nothing 
but install and service refrigeration.’ 

“Then we'll arrange to take a 
scales man out to see the prospect 
and help him sell the scales. We 
think this helps the customer and 
ourselves, and, of course, the scales 
representative. This also means that 
the scales man is glad to help us by 
turning over leads on refrigeration.”

Steelworkers’ Wage Boost 
May Wreck Price Ceilings 


CHICAGO--The “props will be 
knocked from under price ceilings” if 
the steelworkers’ union is successful 
in getting a wage boost breaching 
the government wage increase ceil- 
ings, Defense Mobilizer Charles E. 
Wilson told a meeting of furniture 
men during the winter home furnish- 
ing markets here. 

The steelworkers are seeking an 
18',-cent an hour increase plus other 
benefits which raises the total de- 
mand to between 30 and 50 cents an 
hour. The demands are substantially 
above the increases sanctioned in the 
current wage and price stabilization 
policy of the government.

No Red Tape Here! 


Armed Forces Officer, N.C.O. Clubs Buy Own 
Equipment; Many Install Air Conditioning, 
Other Refrigeration Items 


FORT CAMPBELL, Tenn

‘If you have slow or uncollectible 
receivables, you must deduct that 
from your net working capital. Poor- 
ly selected inventory that doesn't 
move within a reasonable number of 
months likewise must be deducted 
from your net working capital If 
you cant turn merchandise into 
money it is lost capital 

I used the term, normal business 
cycle——may I define it? That is the 
average time it takes you to turn 
your money through the complete 
cycles of buying, selling, and collect- 
ing, and the cycle isn't complete until 
the original dollars invested in in- 
ventory are ready to be re-invested 
n inventory 


The number of times you turn 
your inventory investment in any 
sales year are called stock turns, 
and in a short discount business 
such as ours, frequent stock turns 
are positively necessary for profit 

So we find a close relationship 
between net working capital, stock 
turns, and the inventory investment 
you can afford. You must not buy 
more than you can pay for-—carry 
more inventory than will allow a4 


minimum of five stock turns, keep- 
ing in mind always what happens 
when sales fall off 

“Sales planning is necessary if 
you are to project your inventory 
needs over the immediate sales 
period. How much can you sell” 
What merchandising methods will 
you employ”? Have you left a safe 
margin for error? 

“No matter how good your plan- 
ning, the third element must be con- 
sidered. Have you over-estimated 
your capacity to produce sales or in 
some cases have you underesti- 
mated? Your area poténtial and your 
physical equipment are factors and 
most important of all, can you sell 
what you are buying” 

‘Manufacturers of TV, I under- 
stand, work on a 6-13 week cycle in 
purchasing components for the manu- 
facture of sets. Why not take a cue 


from them and plan your buying 
based on probabilities, not guess _ 
work”? 
Establish a Normal 

Business Cycle 

‘Establish the normal business 
eyele in your business. This should 


be an average between the length of 
your stock turns and the average 
length of ‘pay-off’ time for whatever 
receivable you have on your books 
This does not apply to any discounted 
paper that is out of your books 

‘Let's take an example. Say you 
turn your inventory at cost six times 
a vear. That would give you an indi- 
cation that your cycle is two months 
This could be adjusted to 75 days if 
you carry a lot of 90-day paper as 
we do on your books. That would 
ifitlicate you should plan your buy- 
ing so that you would not have more 
gross inventory investment than you 
sell every two to two and a half 
months 

“You ask, ‘Suppose the distributor 
comes along with a buy you can’t 
resist?’ If you have your total work- 
ing capital tied up, you should pass 
it up because if you don't you will 
reduce your stock turns and they are 
the secret to satisfactory profits 

‘Now you state, ‘I can floor plan 
that merchandise’ Possibly you can, 


but if it isn't likely to sell within 
your cycle--remember you already 
have enough merchandise to do a 


capacity job in that period of time 
“If you buy more, something will 
be left, representing bad inventory 


investment because it is not turning 
rapidly enough Floor planning 
doesn't make any purchase a better 
buy. In fact, I find many dealers 
neglecting floor-planned inventory 


TY Taught True Value of 


Stock Turns 


‘TV taught us the true value of 
stock turns. When I first saw those 
discounts of 25 to 28%, I was sick 
but I have found discounts are not 
the whole story 

“You make money on an average 
of 27%. How” If you turn your in- 
ventory often enough. Put a limit 
on inventory investment on short 
profit items such as and keep it in 
line with your sales capacity. When 
sales slack off, stop buying. Sell 
three...buy one. You will be amazed 
how soon you can get your house in 
order 

“Among you listening to me is an 
aggregate investment of thousands 
of dollars in inventory sins—purchas- 
ing that was made emotionally and 
not with your minds. Your judgment 
was not backed up with an accurate 
understanding of your needs through 
sales planning. In many cases, such 
sins are committed when a better 
evaluation of your working capital 
would have said there is no room for 
further inventory investment 

“Remember, working capital 
changes, so it must be evaluated 
periodically 

“There is another important fac- 
tor. Our majority partner, the U. S 
Treasury, will not accept inventory 
as payment for his share of the pro- 
fits-taxes. He wants the biggest 
share and wants cash. He is acceler- 
ating the payment of his share this 
year and you must anticipate this 
demand on you for cash by planning 
your inventory investment according- 
ly on March 15 and June 15, when 
you pay 35% of your last year's 
taxes on each of those dates.”

Metal, Rubber, Leather, Film, Batteries, Botanicals, Pharmaceuticals, 
And Art Objects Are Among Items Improved by Refrigerated Storage 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.-Use 
of refrigeration for the safe preser- 
vation of foods is its most widespread 
and important application, but there 
is increasing evidence that refriger- 
ated storage offers wide possibilities 
for holding non-food products, indi- 
cates the Refrigeration Research 
Foundation here 

“Metallic products may require 
protection against corrosion; ball 
bearings are an example,” states 
TRRF. “Rubber goods or goods con- 
taining rubber, fine wrapping mate- 
rials, fine leathers, photographic ma- 
terials, batteries, and similar prod- 
ucts have physical and chemical 
properties that often cannot be pro- 
tected by unit packages and are 
thus exposed to variable tempera- 
ture and humidity. 

“The answer for such products is 
storage space where temperature 
and humidity are under control. The 
same is true for many plant and 
animal by-products, materials used in 
pharmaceutical, cosmetic, and drug 
manufacture, ornamental plants, and 
80 on.” 

A recent report by the foundation 
gives details of several such prod- 
ucts studied by Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology in a project 
aided by TRRF, which points out 
that “specific temperatures and hu- 
midities are often not common and 
general knowledge, but they are 
commonly known and recommended 
by makers or handlers of the prod- 
ucts.” 


Storing Color and Black 
And White Film 


Regarding photographic films, 
TRRF states: “Materials that are 
photosensitive deteriorate with age 
and the deteriorative process is 
slowed down as temperature is 
lowered. As the process continues, 
the film loses its sensitivity, and 
color film, which consists of several 
layers, may lose its balance of sensi- 
tivity. 

“Both black-and-white and color 
films should be stored below 70° F 
for a period up to two months, below 
60° F. up to six months, below 50° 
F. up to 12 months. Some films may 
require even lower temperatures, as 
recommended by manufacturers, and 
temperatures lower than those recom- 
mended are not harmful. Relative hu- 
midity should be kept at 40-60% 

“Processed film i(film that has 
been exposed) is less temperature- 
sensitive than unexposed and un- 
processed film, but humidity is very 
important because of danger of stick- 
ing, mold, etc. Safety film (as dis- 
tinguished from inflammable film) 
should be stored at about 60-80° F. 
and relative humidity of 25-60%. Ni- 
trate films require special fireproof 
vaults. 


Many Wrapping Materials 
Benefit from Controlled 
Temperatures, Humidities 


“Wax-coated materials (particu- 
larly waxed papers to be used as 
will stick to- 


quently, storage temperature con- 
stantly held below room temperature 
is necessary. Cellophane requires a 
cool place (about 65° to 70° F.) with 
a relative humidity of 45 to 50%. 
Aluminum foil requires a dry stor- 
age place,” suggests TRRF. 

“In shaping and finishing leather 
articles, carborundum paper can be 
used for abrasion purposes longer if 
held at a relative humidity of 50%. 
Many manufacturers of leather goods 
are now storing carborundum paper 
in refrigerated boxes in which the 
desired relative humidities can be 
regulated by temperature control. 

“Types of leather that have a very 
glossy finish (such as patent leather) 
will tend to stick together when tem- | 
perature rises above room tempera- 


, ture and are much better protected | 


and much more easily handled when © 
held at lower temperature constantly. 
“Automobile storage batteries, and | 
also other batteries, will lose electri- | 
cal charge faster when exposed to 
high temperature, and since recharg- 
ing is expensive, it may be a great 
advantage to manufacturers and dis- 
tributors of batteries to hold them 
at low temperature, 32° F., or possi- | 
bly even lower. More information is | 


needed on specific temperature but it 
is undoubtedly true that the chemi- 
cal action of loss of charge is re- 
duced by low temperature,” the re- 
port said. 

“Botanicals (root, bark, leaves, 
herbs, etc.) used in liquors and 
cordials must be held in refrigerated 
storage until used in order to pre- 
serve flavoring constituents. Low 
temperature might likewise be help- 
ful for pharmaceuticals (similar ma- 
terials used in medicine) 


Refrigeration Retards or 
Hastens Plant Life Growth 


“Refrigeration retards or hastens 
growth of bulbs. With proper storage 
temperature, ranging from 35° to 90° 
F., according to stage of bulbs and 
according to variety, tulips, hyacinths, 
and other bulbs can be made to 
flower at any time of year. A proper 
sequence of temperatures is absolute- 
ly essential for good quality of bulbs 

“Rose bushes can be held at any 


stage of development by refrigera- 
tion. Flow of sap is stopped and 
starch content is equalized; static 


condition can be maintained several 
months. Problems of wholesalers in- 
volving distribution of large numbers 
have been solved by refrigerator stor- 
age, as shipments can be made three 
or four months later than usual with

Storing Holly and 
Christmas Trees 


“In Oregon, production of holly for 
the Christmas season is a fairly large 
industry. Holly is shipped to all parts 
of the United States during the latter 
part of November and early part of 
December. Shortly after harvest, it 
is packed and placed under refrigera- 
tion at 35° F. until shipped in refrig- 
erated cars. 

“Some Christmas trees are cut and 
stored long before the Christmas sea- 
son, and tinted before they are 
stored. For storage, temperatures and 
humidities are regulated in accord- 
ance with requirements for best 
physical condition,” adds TRRF. 


TEMPLE, Texas--Installing a 4- 
door Tyler display refrigerator in 
the rear wall of the restaurant where 
it can be seen by patrons, has sub 
stantially boosted steak sales for the 
Moss Rose restaurant here 

The largest restaurant in this cen- 
tral Texas city of 25,000, the Moss 
Rose restaurant used what was for 
merly waste space between the en- 
tranceway to the kitchen and the 
right wall for installation of the re- 
frigerator 

Of the “reach-through” type, it 
occupies 6 by 5 ft. of wall space. The 
wall is cut away so that the display 
side of the refrigerator is facing 
into the restaurant 

On four tiers of shelves inside the 
refrigerator are fine steak cuts, in- 
cluding T-bones, sirloin, round steak, 
porterhouse, and New York cuts 
When the customer wishes to select 
his own, the waitress escorts him to 
the display case, and pushes a buzzer 

This brings the chef to the back of 
the refrigerator, and when the cus 
tomer points out the steak he wants, 
it is whisked from the rear of the 
case to the restaurant's broiler

Cooling Tower In Form of Decorative Garden 
Fountain Supplies Home Air Conditioner 


WACO, Texas—Probably the most 
unusual “cooling tower” ever in- 
stalled for a comfort air conditioning 
system in central Texas has been 
completed at the home of Gus Pape, 
wealthy cotton broker here 


An imposing 3-story edifice, the 
Pape home is completely air condi 
tioned by a 25-ton Carrier system 
designed and installed by A. R 
Nuckols, head of Nuckols-Cathey Co., 
refrigeration and air conditioning 
contractor here 

Designed to provide 
cooling and winter heating, the sys- 
tem is to date the largest private 
dwelling air conditioning installation 
in the southwest. Conditioned air is 
delivered to all rooms of the house 
through completely concealed duct- 
work 

The air conditioning system utilizes 
a Carrier 25-ton 5H-40 compressor 
which supplies chilled water to a 
utility-room-located plenum chamber 
containing a 7,100 c.f.m. blower 
Thermostats are located at strategic 
points on the first, second, and third 
floors to maintain temperature from 
72 to 78°, according to the need, 

Air at the coil is provided at 46 
temperature, and is adequate to main- 
tain a 72° wet-bulb reading through- 
out the house. A steam coil in the 
same housing provides for winter 
heating.

tain, backed up by an ornamental 
arched brick wall, consists of a cen- 
ter pedestal on which is a carved 
statue, and a surrounding pool more 


than 18 ft. wide 


With a 5-hp. pump supplying pres 
sure, better than 100 g.p.m. of water 
is pumped through the cooling jackets 
of the compressor, through 3-in. in 
sulated pipes to the fountain. Pres 
sure forces streams of water around 
the outer edges of the fountain 
verging upon the statue in the center, 
to rise more than 20 ft. in the air 
Pipe on the suction side of the cir 
euit is of 4-in. diameter, and on the 
return side, 3 im. according to 
Nuckols. 


The fountain, which is illuminated 
at night by concealed, water-sealed 
colored lamps, is located on the road- 
side elevation of the new house, 
where it will add much to the beauty 
of the estate.

Profit, Not Velome 


The appliance dealer who is looking for high profits over the long 


run will be wise to avoid the “carnival-with-cut-price” tradition of the 
past few years. Instead, he should reduce his inventories through ad- 
vertising and promotion based on a quality appeal. These suggestions 
are made by John F. McDaniel, sales manager of Hotpoint Inc., after 
analyzing figures recently provided by the company’s research depart- 
ment. 


“Every business indicator for the near future points to high consumer 
demand—perhaps not up to the peak of the Korean-war buying, but 


still far ahead of normal,” he declares 


Among the reasons for optimism is the high rate of consumer sav- 
ings. According to a government release, savings rose in June, 1951, 
to a record $21 billions. This compares with a previous postwar high 
of $17 billions. Personal incomes have risen to an annual rate of $256 
billions. “Shortage of money is not indicated as one of the problems to 
be met in selling appliances,” McDaniel maintains. “Why try to sell 


down’ to the customer's income, when it never has been so high?” 


September housing starts this year were 5,000 units greater than 
in August. More home building inevitably means an increase in the 


demand for appliances. 


“But against all these ‘dream come true’ indications for appliance 
dealers, we come up against the reality of the supply situation,” de- 
clares McDaniel. “We would not begrudge one ounce of steel that is 
being used to win the war against Communism in Korea. We have 
seen what happens when our armies arrive at the front with insufficient 
material. But, at the same time, we must adjust our own inventories to 
meet, as nearly as possible, both existing situations and those of the 
future. At the present time, it looks as though defense production will 
continue for about two years, when it will level off to something still 


higher than that of pre-war. 


“For the manufacturer, this means cutbacks in steel, copper, and 
nickel. Already, we have felt the ‘tightening of the belt’ that has come 
with each new allotment. For instance, there were enough materials 
for about 575,000 washers against a need for about 742,000.” 


While it was hoped existing inventories would be able to cushion 
the jolt, dealers are running into shortages of some items. Dishwashers 
and disposers, for instance, have never been in sufficient supply to meet 
the demand for these work-saving appliances. The result has been a 
definite lag between the time of ordering and delivery. 


Other dealers who have felt the pinch include those who have 
sold high-saturation appliances at a distinct cut in price. When they 
have tried to extend the orders as their own inventories have been 


depleted, they have bumped into a shortage of some models. 


With a willingness to go from door-to-door to find prospects and 
to bring them into the store, the dealer will find his profit figures 
mounting. He should resist the temptation to take small profits when 
good money can be had for an additional amount of work and thought 
on his part.

“We knew that water in excess 
could be separated out of methylene 
chloride at low temperatures and we 
believed that the alcohol remaining 
in the system after the pipe-cleaning 
process would form a separate liquid- 
alcohol-water phase which could be 
vented out of the high portions of the 
piping system,” Shaw said. “We were 
never able to do this, probably be- 
cause turbulence kept the two liquids 
in a mechanical mixture.” 

When it was decided that exces- 
sive moisture had to be removed if 
the system were to operate as de- 
signed, activated carbon and silica 
gel (PA-100) were chosen.

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‘Balanced Air Diet’ 


Extending Human Life Should Be Aim of Air Conditioning; 
Home, as Well as Industrial, Atmosphere Seen Vital 


By P. Bernard Nortman, Economist, New York City 


The 
human 


extension of duration of 
life is the best single index 
of man's progress in the past 50 

The truth behind this state- 
is that it man who has 
changed—-but his environment. Great 
changes in mechanization, technol- 
ogy, and medicine, notable improve- 
ments in working and living condi- 
tions, greater opportunities for 
leisure and recreation, and improved 
dietary standards have increased the 
average span of human life in the 
U. 8. from 47.3 years to 67.2 years 
over the past 50 years. 

Advances in these fields will con- 
tinue, but the next big change in 
man’s environment will come with 
the widespread application of man- 
made weather for human health, 
comfort, and efficiency 

Air conditioning for human better- 
ment is the ultimate goal—a goal 
entirely compatible with the cur- 
rent need for increased output. With 
the present state of full employment, 
only an increase in worker produc- 
tivity can increase output. Air con- 
ditioning can do the job, once the 
relation between worker productivity 
and atmospheric conditions is suffi- 
ciently appreciated. 

To date, air conditioning has been 
developed chiefly for its effect on 
machinery and materials in industrial 
production. Any improvements in 
health and worker productivity have 
been incidental. If considerations of 
health and efficiency in furthering 
the interests of the nation are im- 
portant in normal times, they are 
doubly so in the present time of 
stress

INDUSTRIAL AIR CONDITIONING 
NOT ENOUGH 


For maximum worker efficiency, 
industrial air conditioning alone is 
not enough. If the worker is to per- 
form at his full capacity, proper at- 
mospheric conditions must prevail at 
home as well as on the job. The 
worker who is fatigued before he 
even gets to his job is less efficient, 
suffers mental and physical deterior- 
ation, is more receptive to infection, 
and more prone to accident, even if 
his working conditions are ideal; 
and weather is a primary factor in 
the production of fatigue. 

Writing on “Industrial Fatigue and 
Atmospheric Conditions,” a British 
investigator, Dr. H. M. Vernon, noted 
that “atmospheric conditions not only 
have a direct and immediate effect 
in the production of fatigue, but they 
exert a cumulative action, which in 
course of time influences health and 
mortality.” 

In American homes and offices, the 
air is usually at a temperature of 
70° F. or more, but at a relative hu- 
midity of only 20%, which means 
it is too dry, as a consequence of 
which we have become hypersensi- 


tive to draughts indoors and to 
weather variations outside. In the 
summertime, hot, humid, stifling 


weather is all too common in many 
parts of the country and the loss of 
sleep night after night all too fre- 
quent. 

Mental tests made some years ago 
at Yale university showed definitely 
that “a price is paid in lowered men- 
tal productivity as the result of the 
loss of a night's sleep.” With six 
hours of sleep, the energy expended 
in 15 minutes of rigorous mental 
work was 15% greater than with 
eight hours of sleep. 

The mild months, particularly 
April and October, are most condu- 
cive to mental and physical effi- 
ciency. There is a definite falling off 
of efficiency when the temperature 
goes above 70° F. or falls below 30° 
F

HUMAN BODY HAS EXACTING 
HEAT BALANCE 

The human body is a power plant 
with a most exacting heat balance 
While it can adjust itself to a wide 
range of atmospheric conditions, it 
often does so at the expense of com- 
fort and working efficiency. Further- 
more, studies have shown that this 
is true for all types of work, seden- 


tary as well as manual, mental as 
well as physical 
In one case, for example, it was 


found that although the accuracy of 
highly skilled men is not affected as 
much by high temperatures, they are 
the ones who deteriorate most in the 
amount of work put out. Also, the 
amount of deterioration skyrockets 
compared with the increase in tem- 
perature. (The index of deterioration 
was found to be logarithmic). 

As long ago as 1905, a British in- 
vestigator (the British seem histori- 
cally to be vastly interested in this 
subject, for all their lack of air con- 
ditioners) found that the limits of 
man's power of accommodation were 
passed when the temperature of still 
air exceeded 88° F. wet bulb even 
when the man was stripped to the 
waist and doing no work. Not un- 
commonly, the effort of the body to 
counteract the heat throws too great 
a strain on the heart muscle 

Acclimatization to heat near the 
human limit is built up only slowly 
over a period of months. To induce 
this state requires the regimen of 


an athlete in training. The program | 


calls for excellent health, a strong 
state of mind, proper diet, rest, cloth- 
ing, freedom from care. With dis- 
comfort found to occur at 79° F. 
when the relative humidity is 50% 
(the comfort point is passed at 75° 
F. when the relative humidity rises 
to 75%), summer conditions in many 
parts of the U. S. require heat ac- 
climatization for comfort and effi- 
ciency. 

“No amount of morale,” says Dr 
E. F. Adolph of the University of 
Rochester Department of Physiology 
“can compensate for the physiologi- 
cal strains imposed by a hot atmos- 
phere. During work the intolerable 
temperatures may be as low as 80 
F. or less.” 


ACCIDENT PRONENESS RELATED 
TO HOT WEATHER FATIGUE 
It is not surprising that in studies 

of industrial accident rates, peaks 
of high accidents are found to occur 
during hot summer months. These 
accident peaks are independent of 
production levels and are related to 
accident proneness associated with 
hot weather fatigue. Fatigue affects 
industrial life in many ways; varia- 
tions in output; sickness and mor- 
tality; labor turnover; lost time and 
spoiled work; frequency of acci- 
dents. 

Illustrations of the association of 
fatigue and accidents are also evi- 
dent in an analysis of highway acci- 
dent statistics. While it is impossible 


to make even the wildest guess as to | 


the number of accidents caused by 
dulled perception and slow reaction 
resulting from fatigue, the number 
of accidents where the driver fell 
asleep as a result of exhaustion is 
indeed impressive. 

Weather, of course, is only one of 
the factors responsible for fatigue 


and comfort than air. A normal man 
consumes each day 3 Ibs. of food, 4 
Ibs. of water, and 34 Ibs. of air. Ani- 
mal life dies quicker from lack of air 
and sleep than from lack of food. Yet

In his efforts to furnish himself 
with food, shelter, and clothing, man 
goes far beyond his minimum basic 
requirements for survival. Clothes 
must not only protect, but must also 
fit well, look beautiful and show fine 
style, material, and workmanship.
